HOME, FARM AMD GARDEN. 


—Ice-Cream 
Cake.—Make 
good 
spongecake, bake half an inch thicte in' 
jelly pans and let get cold. Whip j^ 
pint of thick, sweet cream, until it: 
looks like ice-cream, sweeten and flavor'^ 
with vanilla. Blanch and chop a pound' 
of almonds, stir into the cream and 
spread very thick between the cakes. 


—Choice hay, laid by upon scaffolds 


directly over stables, receives irrepara- 
ble damage. Such a practice is to be 
discouraged, since hay thus situated 
absorbs the stench from tho animals 
beneath, unless, perhaps, a tight floor' 
be provided between the stables and the 
hay above. 


—The potato was discussed recently 
at the Central New York Farmers' 
Club. The facts developed in the ex- 
perience of farmers present were that 
though soil and season unquestionably 
have much to do with the flavor of po- 
tatoes, tho late potatoes retain their 
flavor over winter and into spring better 
than early sorts. 


—Honey Cakes.—Three and one-half 
poundsof flour, one and one-half pounds 
of honey, one-half pound of butter, one- 
half pound of sugar, half a nutmeg, one 
tablespoonfnl of ginger, one teaspooa- 
ful of soda; roll thin and cut in small 
cakes; bake in a quick oven, cover tight 
and let stand till moist. They will keep 
a long time. This recipe has been usea 
in our family twenty-five years. 
Soft 


ginger cake can bo made with honey 
instead of molasses, except that you use 
some more honey and leave out tho 
eggs. 


—Here la a good washing fluid. Take 


one pound crystal potash, one ounce 
ammonia, one' ounce borax and ono 
gallon soft water; use one-half cupful, 
and about ono inch shaved off an ordi- 
nary bar pf_soap to a boiler of clothes. 
Jsoak your clothes orcr-aig-nt.—wriug- 
tlicm out in the morning and boil with- 
.out rubbing; rinse thoroughly, and vou 
will be delighted to see how white your 
wash will be. The suds improve rather 
than injure the colors of printed fabric 
which is not often the case with wash 
ing fluid.— Exchange. 


—The following quantities of simplo 


medicines may be given at a dose to a 
full-grown animal, viz.: Purgatives— 
Linseed-oil, one pint; opsomor glauber 
salts, twelve to sixteen ounces; aloes, 
half an ounce; castor-oil, one pint. 
Diuretics—Saltpeter, one ounce; sweet 
spirits of niter, one to two ounces; 
resin, one-half ounce; turpentine, ono 
ounce. Tonics—Sulphate of iron, two 
to four drams; Peruvian bark, one to 
two ounces; gentian root, 
one-half 


ounce. Antiseptics—Chlorate of pot- 
ash, one to four drams; hyposulphite 
of soda, one ounce; carbolic acid, one- 
half to one dram. For young auimals 
these may be reduced to one-half, one- 
fourth or one-eighth, according to tho 
age.— ff. Y. Times. 


—Beef Tea and Rice.— During war 


times I was always making this for the 
invalided men whose appetites were re- 
turning. Take an ounce of Carolina 
rico, wash it. carefully in two waters, 
and pick out the grit or bleaks; put it 
in a pie plate with half a pint of cold 
beef tea, or bcof broth, and let it swell 
over night; next day bake just as it is 
until well done; forty minutes in aquick 
oven does it; watch it, however, and 
add more broth if it gets hard; boil tho 
third of a pint of milk, and when it is 
cool beat an egg into it; then mix this 
with your rice; season with a very lit- 
tle salt and but a few-grains of pepper; 
let it be put back in the oven and bako 
again slowly for an hour. 
This is 


highly nutritive and easily digested.— 
Cor. N. Y. World. 


—Ornamental shrubs, planted about 


dwellings, are often neglected year 
after year, and become distorted in 
shape and stunted in growth. They 
may be greatly improved by manure 
and pruning. The manure should be 
applied in autumn as a top-dressing, 
extending at least as far from the stem 
on each side as the height of the shrub. 
The soluble parts of the manure will 
soak into the ground and accelerate 
growth next season. The mulchino- 
effect of the iibrous parts will be useful! 
Next spring, before growth begins, cut 
back the longer shoots at a fork, taking 
the longer or larger portion of the 
branch and leaving the smaller, which 
will avoid any stump. Briug the shrub 
thus into handsome shape. 
If the 


growth is too thick anywhere, thin it 
out. If there are any crooked or dead 
shoots or branches, cut them off.

There is yet a great want in connec- 


tion with country-houses which per- 
haps some ingenious inventor might 
supply if the matter was laid before 
him, 
and we thought we might try to 
do so. 


Every one has plants and flowers 
they wish to keep through tho winter, 
ana at this season every nook and cor- 
ner from cellar to garret is searched for 
some frost-proof place to keep them in. 
If we could only keep them in some 
nice light ana warm spot where they 
might grow on and blossom, how much 
our home pleasures would bo increased! 
Room-culture is very often a failure 
near our large cities, cither from the 
fumes of burning gas, from heaters, or 
perhaps from both. To grow plants 
we will have to cut them off from gas- 
Lighted rooms, and of course we sepa- 
rate them from the warmed atmosphere 
also. They want some place ouito by 
themselves'to do well. 


Now, 
our piazzas are littlo used in 


winter. They are chiefly to ward off 
the summer's sun. If we could' affix 
temporary sash to them and iill tho 
space with plants, we should- have an 
exceedingly enjoyable whiter scene. 
The sash, indeed, can be so fixed, but 
the trouble comes in with the heating 
arrangements. Nothing has been in- 
vented tnat is simple enough. Wo b.aye 
asked some of the best florists for their 
views, and all suggestions seem to bo 
;hese: One says place a small "water- 
tiack" behind the kitchen-ran<"e and 
connect the conservatory with itljy hot- 
water pipes. Another would have sim- 
ply a hcat-llue from the regular furnace 
n the cellar. Another thinks a com- 
mon stove, with care to keep out, or 
rather in, dust and gas, would answer 
n small places. We have known all 
these plans to be tried and all have 
proved failures. The gas and dust from 
i common stove will not stay in, as. a 
Iriend who depended on it last year 
iound to his sorrow, as his plants be- 
iore spring were worse than in former 
years when they were housed in a cellar. 
Arrangements from 
tho heater or 
"water-back" fail generally because wo 
lave to keep up a good fire to heat tho 
listant part, which the piazza general- 
y is, when we do not generally keep 
up so heavy a fire in tho heater in tho 
night-timo. It is in tho cold nights 
when our plants need the most heat, 
acd there is no saving in keeping a 
roaring fire, enough for a largo man- 
sion, merely to accomodatc a few dozen 
plants. None of those plants are cheap 
enough for the million; yet if some' 
cheap and portable planforheatingsuch' 
>laces.could bo Invented, there is little! 
loubt but tho million would patrouize' 
t.—Germantowrt Telegraph.

In March, 1730, occurred the sudden 


death of the actress, Adrienne Le- 
couvreur, aged 28. She played for the 
.^j-*™^' ¥**<& !5, in Voltaire'a 
O3dipe, and played, despite her dis- 


order, with much of her accustomed 
force and brilliancy. 
In accordance 
with tho barbarous custom of the time 
there was an after-piece, in which she 
also appeared ; and she went home irom 
the scene of her triumphs to die after 
four days of anguish. 
Voltaire hast- 


ened to her bedside, and watched near 
her during her last struggle for life: 
and when she was seized with the con- 
vulsiona that preceded her death he 
held her in his arms and received her 
last breath. Being an actress, and Ayinu 
without absolution, she was denied 
"Christian burial," and the gates of 
every recognized burial-place in Franc* 
were dosed against her wasted body, the 
poor relics of a gifted and bewitehing 
wornan, whom all that was distinguished 
and splendid in the society of her native 
land had loved to %ook upon. At night 
her body was carried in an old coach 
(nacre) ft little way out of town, just be- 
yond the paved streets, to a sp'ot near 
tho Seine now covered by the house No. 
109 Kue de Bourgogno. The fiacre was 
followed by ono friend, two street port- 
ers and o squad of the city watch. 
Inore her remains were buried, the 
grave was filled up, and tho spot re- 
mained uninclosed and unmarked until 
the city gro-sy over it and concealed it 
from view. 


Tho brilliant world of which she had 


been a part hoard of this unseemly 
burial with tuch horror, such disgust, 
S"?r ^S,?0'. BUcl1 "stupor," as we can 
with difficulty imagine, because all these 
ties of tenderness and pride *i.**i uiua 
families and communities together nrd 
moro sensitive, if not stronger, in Franca 
than with our ruder, more robust race 
TWiUwt of not having friendly and del 
coroua burial, of not lying down with 
kmdted and fellow-citizens in a place ap- 
pointed for tho dead, of being token out 
at night and bulled at a corner of a road 
like a dead cat, waa and is utterly deso- 
lating to the French people. Voltaire 
for example, could never face it; he 
lived and died dreading it. 


And tho effect of the groat actress' 


surreptitious burial was increased bv 
various circumstances. That gifted wom- 
an posuessed all the virtues except vir- 


, tue, and, unhappily, virtue the gay 
; world of Paria did not care for. Nataro 
: and history proiiouaan w^tuo, whether 


in man or woman, the indispensable pre- 
liminary to well-being, and the church 
was right in so regarding it. But Paris 
loved rather to repeat that she had 
pledged all her jewels to help her lover
